Per Ginmy Murphy today, all prettiuim items that are offered to 
smokers without a purchase price should include the language, 
"Offer void where prohibitedi, licensed or taxed*'. In cases where 
the client is offering multiple premiums (more than one item not 
manufactured by PM) in a national offer, one of the following 
statements must be included: "Offer void to residents of Kansas, 
Wyoming and wherever else prohibited) licensed.or taxed", or 
"Residents of Kansas and Wyoming need not submit UPCs. Offer voidi 
where prohibited, licensed or taxed." 

Ginny also stated that any time ani offer is made with a required 
purchase price, with or without a UPC requirement, the word, 
"taxed" should not be included in the "void" language. The 
language for these types of offers should: read, "Offer void where 
prohibited or licensed."
